Amendment filed on 05/23/2005 is, again, deemed non-responsive. As was stated in the previous letter of non-responsive 
ammdment mailed 02/23/2005, amendment filed on 1 1/29/2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting 
only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive. 

Applicant argues that there is only one method step difference between the previous and current set of claims, namely, the absence of 
the step of "identifying suitable protein" in the new claims. Examiner disagrees for the following reasons. 

1) The claims have different objectives - "screening" vs. "identifying". 

2) The new claims recite step of "inssrdng high energy rotamers" instead ofpreviously recited step of "inserting active site domain" 
(albeit an additional step of inserting rotamer appears in the original claim 5) . The step of "inserting active site domain" dissapears 
from the claims. Further, while said original claim 5 addresses "rotamer" in singular, the new claim 18(b) addresses rotamers in 
plural. 

3) In addition, new claims , step g), are directed to selecting candidates having "catalytic" activity, which is not the same as selecting 
"enzyme-like activity" in the original claims.
